The most recent apportionment schedule indicates that the
estimated total budgetary resources brought forward from
fiscal year 1989 and currently available to the accounts are
$278,305,000, rather than $271,000,000 as noted in the

message,

Furthermore, according to OMB's cumulative report, submitted
to the Congress on October 10, 1989, and the latest
apportionment schedule for these accounts, $17,505,000 of
the amount reported as deferred has been released. The
amount currently deferred is $260,800,000.
